i Rl station a line nf experiments 

With the object of determining the val 
tie of the hen at different agea for egg 
pn I ii Hon The sumo hens were kept 
year after year under similar condi- 
tions and a record kept of production 
and of food consumed. These experi- 
ments proved that the ben is different 
from the cow, which retains or Im- 
ptov.-s her production with age The 
fir-' year waa the moat profitable, and 
Hi. re waa a gradual decrease In pro- 
du'tlveness each succeeding year. It 
Is aafe to figure thla decrease at 25 
per cent, each year. With average 
prii .-s for food and for eggs It Is not 
profitable to keep hena after they 
li n. i i-bod their second year of lay- 
ing. Th*> first, or pullet, year Is very 
profitable; the second will give a sat 
lafactory profit, but during the tjilrd 
year the egg yield will seldom pay for 
the food consumed. 

Thete conclusions apply only, of 
course, where the eggs are sold at 
fharket prtcagj Fowls that have a spe* 
rial value a* breeding stock should 
he kept longer, but I he notion that 
the old apeekled hen' Is the eood lay 
er should not He cherished unleaa she 
Is caught In the trap nest. The fact 
that she sings a Joyful lay. pninta 
her comb a brilluint red and scratchet 
a vigorous scratch should not he ac 
. • pte.i as sufficient grounds for com- 
muting sentence 

It is safe to Bay that the poultry 
keepers of thla state would be many 
thousand dollars In the pocket by rig 
oroualy killing off the hena every two 
years and replacing them with new 
stock-wlth the exception* noted 
above.' 

Where the pullets and hena are al- 
lowed to run together It will be necea 
sary to mark Ihera. otherwise It will 
he difficult to separate the old stock 
from the young when It I* dealred 
to market ihem. The usual method of 
marking Is to punch a hole In the web 
between the toea when the chicks are 
hatched Thla la eaally and quickly 
done with a punch which may be pur- 
chased from the poultry supply houaea 
for 25 centa. A number of different 
markings may be made In this way 
Where the practice is to dispose of 
tbe hena every two yeara It will be 
aufflclent to mark them every other 



IMPORTANCE OF COMB.

There is perhaps no part of the pure 
bred bird that receives or should re- 
ceive more uttentlou than the comb. 
A good comb will often give style to a 
bird otherwise faulty The bird with 
a good comb is often adjudged before 
the re>t of It is examined. The stand- 
ard allows eight points for the comb, 
all of these being for shape alone. It 
la well for the breeder of fancy 
fowls to anow the comb requisites 
and to breed accordingly with an Ideal 
In view.

t be taken In 
iiuch meat pro 
comb, and In the Med- 

or falling comb Kxceia of heat will 
alao increase the slxa of the combs. 
Long exhibition tours with constant 
showing in heated rooms will often 
periiian. il !y destroy the nealneas of a 
comb. Particular Leghorn breeders 
will not permit tho beu to uiother the 
chicks alter they can keep them com 
fortably In a roomy brooder, and will 
not use a brooder which haa a cloth 
hover touching the heads. 

The comb Is a good Indicator of .Its. 
eaae. It has been said that the hen cur- 
ries her health certificate on top of 
her head. The exception to this rule 
la In liver complaints The flrat symp- 
tom of this dlseaae in lta later stages 
Is an unnaturally bright comb, often 
mistaken for vigorous health. The 
comb has dlseawa peculiar to lta. If 
There la "white comb." a scurfy con- 
dition of the comb due to ausuultary 
surroundings, which Is treated by 
washing with carbolic soap and anoint 
lug with line ointment.

As a sequel to the recent bitter

The war department his issued an 
order that no money shall be paid on 
this account to guardsmen who have 
not ii edlistcfi fof a*> p c x tod of six 
months. 

The ruling applies to the national 
guard sll over the country. In the 
it has been the rule to till up a 
's rotter to the limit. In 
the two or three weeks prior to the 
opening of an engagement, or the 
regular maneuvers. From now on. 
all of those who participate in these 
events at the expense of the govern- 
ment must be drilled at least four or 
six months.

"W- made our fight upon a plat 
form which embodied what we be- 
lieved to be good for tbe American 
people, but it is for the people them- 
selves to decide what laws they 
desire and what methods cf govern- 
ment they perfer. 

"I have faith that the publicity 
which we asked for will yet com- 
mend itself to the American people | 
that the elec tion of Senators by Ihe 
people will be secured | that the in- 
iquities of trusts will arouse an op- 
position that will result in the elim- 
ination of the principle of private 
monopoly. 

••I am confident that the people 
will see the necessity for the labor 
legislition and the tariff reduction 
which our platform demanded. I 
am confident, too, that the educa- 
tional work done in this campaign 
•ill result in recuring greater pro- 
tection to bank depositors. 

"The ab< ve are the most promi- 
nent reforms for which we labored, 
and I believe that these reforms will 
yet come, together with more effec- 
tive regulation of railroads and in- 
dependence for the Fillipinos. 

"I desire to commend the work of 
our National Committee. I am en- 
tirely iatisfied with Mr. Mack as 
the chairman and with the members 
of the committee. I do not see 
what they could have done more 
than they did, and as for myself, I 
put forth every effort in my power 
to secure victory for our cause. 

••The nomination came from the 
hands of the voters. I have obeyed 
their command and have led as best 
I could. Words will not express my 
pratitude for the devotion which haa 
been shown by millions of Democrats 
during the last twelve years.

$6,000 Blaze Monday 

Fire broke out on tbe second floor 
of kllison Bros Department Store 
at 1 o'clock Monday mornine, and 
for a time promised to He one of thf 
most destructive ever knowr. t here, 
as the flames were well uuder way 
before it was discovered. By the 
time the hoses were coupled up, the 
blase was going out through the roof 
and out at the rear windows, and lo- 
cated ss this building is. in the cen- 
ter of s row of business houses, it 
looked like the whole block would 
g° 

Three streams of water were soon 
pouring through the windows, whiles 
hundred men snd boys carried goods 
to the street. After about JO minutes 
hard work, the firr-fighters had the 
flames under control. It was ex- 
ceptionally good work in view of the 
fact that we have no organization 
whatever for systematic fire-fighting. 
Had it not been, too, for a good 
water pressure, t h e whole block 
would have been in ashes now. As 
it is tbe damage is slight compared 
with what it might have been. 

Ellison Bros, bear the brunt of the 
loss. Their stock was damaged 
principally by water, to tbe extent 
ot something like $5,000. In the 
grocery department, located direct- 
ly beneath the fire, torrents of water 
poured, which ruined much of the 
stock. 

T. A Ledford, owner of the build- 
ing, estimates the damage to the 
building at about $1,000. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery. 
It seems to have started in the mid- 
dle room (there being two partitions 
on the second flocr making three 
rooms) , which was used by Ellison 
Broj. as a reserve stock room. The 
stock on the second floor consisted 
largely of stoves and small hard- 
ware.
